AH sourtes predicted agreement 
— if only because failure could lead 
to British withdrawal from the 
Common Market. Denmark has 
warned that if this happened, it, 
too, might have to quit. 

“I am sure we will reach agree- 
ment during these two days," West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
said as he arrived. But British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson said 
only that it was “a nice day.” 

British officials said Wilson was 
optimistic that he can persuade his 
eight partners — particularly 
French President Valery Giscard 
d@Estaing — to agree to a satis- 
factory formula lowering Britain’s 
contributions to the Common 
Market budget. 

The officials said Wilson already 
was looking beyond the summit 
with greater anxiety to a referen- 
dum, scheduled for June, when 
British voters are to approve or 
reject the renegotiation and decide 


whether their nation stays in the 

Common Market or hecomes the 

first to leave it.

Russian Compound proposed as 
site of new Jerusalem Civic Centre 


By ABRAHAM RABINOVICH 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 

A century after the Russian Com- 
pound ἐπ Jerusalem was purchased 
by the Czarist mment as a foot- 
hold in the Middle East, hearings 
began yesterday on a proposal to 
give the Compound new political 
meaning ~—- this time as ἃ civic 
centre linking the Jewish and Arab 
quarters of Jerusalem. 

The plan for the centre was out- 
lined to the Planning Sub-committee 
by architect Alfred Mansfeld, de- 
signer of the Israel Museum and 
winner of the Israel Prize for Ar- 
chitecture. The committee is not be- 


ing asked at this stage to approve 


the entire project but only a new 
City Hall which would constitute 
half the floor in the centre. 
To be considered later are plans for 
8. five-dumam plazza and buildings 
containing government offices, res- 
taurants and shops. 

The T7-dunam site was chosen by 
the Municipality because of its loca- 
tion near the Old City and its ready 
access from both Jewish and Arab 
neighbourhoods. Several other pro- 
posed sites in West Jerusalem, in- 
cluding the Binyenai:Ha’coma area, 
the intersection of Herzl and Rup- 
pin, and the present site of the Hotel 
Plaza on King George, have been 
previously rejected.

Bhutto denies Pakistan 
granting bases to U.S.

A tank-led Communist assault 
force blasted its way into the big 
Central Highlands town of Ban Me 
Thuot yesterday in a battle which 
could thave vital consequences for 
South Viemam. Across the border 
in Cambodia insurgents fired more 
than 50 rockets into Phnom Penh's 
Mm airfield, the capital's only link with 
. the outside world. One transport 
plane was destroyed. another da- 
maged, five persons killed and 22 
wounded, military sources said. 

Observers in Saigon said the big 
Communist drive for the important 
town of Ban Me Thuot could have 
serious implications not only for 
the strategic balance, but for Pre- 
τὰς gsident Nguyen Van Thieu’s efforts 

ἐς to maintain confidence in his con- 
duct of the war. Military officials 
said North Vietnamese have also 
. overrun the district town of Duc 
Lap along the Cambodian, 50 km. 
southwest of Ban Me Thuot border, 
after blasting it with 10,000 rounds 
of artillery. It was the 13th South 
- Vietnamese district capital to fall 
since the 1973 Paris cease-fire 
agreement was signed and the se- 
cond to be overrun in the past 
three days. 

Fighting in Ban Me Thuot was 
reported ranging from house to 
house and roof-top to roof-top. 

The city of some 80.000 people is 
about 250 km. northeast of Saigon 
and the largest South Vietnamese 
centre to come under attack since 
the peace agreements were signed. 

UPI reported that the Commun- 
ists have seized the city's military 
command post in hand-to-hand 
fighting, surrounded the city’s two 
airfields and blown up the town’s 
main ammunition dump. 


One district town on the road 
to Pleiku and Koutum further north 
fell on Saturday and another to 
the southwest of Ban Me Thuot 
came under heavy fire on Sunday.

The attack on Ban Me _ Thuot 
coincided with outbreaks of fighting 
at other points across the country, 
the Saigon Command said. 

Government troops have suffered 
More than 200 casualties in two 
days of fighting some 25 km. south- 
east of the key northern city of 
Hue, reliable sources said, and 
fighting was also reported in three 
hamlet headquarters around Hoc 
Mon, within 20 km. of Saigon. 

Fighting raged around the sur- 
rounded Cambodian capital of 
Phnom Penh yesterday as an insur- 
gent rocket destroyed a DC-3 trans- 
port aircraft at nearby Pochentong 
Airport. The pilot of the plane was 
among those wounded in the rocket 
attack as planes continued a daily 
airlift of food, fuel and ammunition 
into the capital. 

An evacuation flight was also 
arranged for today with a giant 
C-130 Hercules transport fying in 
from Singapore to take out 20 
British nationals and a number of 
Australians, New Zealanders, Ma- 
laysians and Singaporeans from the 
beleaguered capital. 

The British Embassy has advised 
all its nationals to leave Phnom 
Penh. 

AS rockets slammed into the air- 
port and the southern part of the 
capital, insurgents launched probing 
attacks on Phnom Penh’s northern 
defence perimetre. 

In Washington, U.S. Senate Repu- 
blican leader Hugh Scott called on 
Cambodian President Lon Nol to 
resign in favour of a transitional 
regime which could negotiate a 
truce and a new government with 
insurgent Communist forces.

El Al goes ahead with 


Jumbo cargo-convertible

TEL AVIV. — El Al is going ahead 
with its plans to absorb a fourth 
Boeing 747 C (Jumbo cargo-con- 
vertible) next November, The Jeru- 
salem Post was told last week. 

Despite criticism, the plane should 
be able to pay its way and will be 
used to carry freight, passengers 
or both as reguired, the company’s 
publc relations officer, Mr. Mor 
dechai Saviteky said He pointed 
out that El Al was currently leasing 
two freighters to haul some 80 tons 
of agricultural produce to Europe 
every day. The Jumbo wili be ca- 
pable of carrying some 100 tons of 
produce. It will be swivel-nosed for 
quick roll-on-off loading procedures 
(90 minutes) and can be reconverted 
into a 400 seat passenger version 
in little more than that time.
